the placing of it on the statute book 
would give all interested parties an 
opportunity to discuss its provisions 
and sugge*t amendments at next seS- 
gion, which in the patural course of 
events would be held before the date 
mentioned. This aid not satisfy the 
members of- the opposition, however, 
who repeatedly demanded that the bill 
phoulé be withdrawn, declaring that 
there was no urgent necessity for it 
and tbit its previsons were unwork- 
able. 

The resolutions te provide for addi- 
tional bounty on the manufacture of 
atee:. in Canada bave not yet been 
reached in the discussions of the House. 
They provide for bounty of $6 per 
ton on steel wire rods, not over three- 
eighths of an inch in diametrer;, on 
structural steel and on rolled steel 
plates of Janae size. $3 per ton. The 
bounties which are now being paid for 
the production of iron and ‘steel, and 
which are such that they are reduced 
year by year until their expiration in 
1906. have oeem set back a year, SO 
that the bounties will not expire until 
1907. ‘The structural steel and roll- 
ed plates upon which bounty is to be 
paid, are now admitted at the low rate 
of ten per cent duty. These articles 
enter largely imto sstructural work, 
Moth of buiktings, iron vessels and 
steam boilers and it was not felt to ba 
a desiratile poticy to increase the cost 


of the raw materials required by these | 


industries by placing an increased duty 
on their import. At the same time 
the steel works desiring to Mproduce 
these articles complained that they 
were not aceorded the protection which 
the average tariff of twenty-two and a 
half per cent entztled them to. To give 
them that amount of proteciion would 
have been a serious burden upon the 
important industries of bridge, steam- 
boat and Ddoiler bnild'ng and not to 
give it to them was to place them at 
a disadvantage as compared, with other 
industries. The honus is a compromise 
whereby they axe placed on an even 


footing with ether industries in the, 


value of ther evtput wile the cost of 
the articles which they produce is not 
increased to the consumer; the loss be- 
ing borne by the tax payer at large. 
It is evident that if the production of 
the bounty fed-articles increases suf- 
ficiently the bounty system would be- 
come too beavy a burden upon the tax 
payer and. might very well be replaced 
By 2 protective duty; but until produc- 
tion does sp inerease it is as good for 
the steel works and better pfor the 
public that bounties should be paid on 
the steel manniactured im Canada 
rather than that duty abould be paid 
on the very much larger amount of 
ateel imported into Canada. 

There is a pserious difference be- 
tween the bounties given for the pro- 
duction of iron and steel and the 
bounties mow preposed to be given for 
their manufacivre inio wire rods, 
structural iron and heavy plates. The 
bounties for production decrease from 
year to year. They are only given 
for the ourpose of compensating the 
investors in a pew and upined indus- 
try for probable losses m the early 
stages of their enterprise, the idea be- 
ing that the ‘industry of producing 
steel and iron ip Camada is or should 
ullimately be profitable in itself witb- 
out special assistance. The special as- 
sistance ie given so that the investor 
does not Bear the whele of the cost 
and joss sRoold the expe ment turn 
out a failure. f 

The propased Lountes for the manu- 
facture of steel do ovi eontempiate any 
reduction er eenePusion. They are a 
fixed amount without limit of time

It 
is very evident that if it were. possible 
to establish iron production in Canada 
turning to account our 
unlimited natural resources in coal 
and iron ove would open up ap enor- 
mous field for the profitable invest- 
ment of eapital and the employment 
of labor. To secure the investment 
of capital in ‘the first place to this de- 
sirable end in ‘what is necessarily an 
experment, the country has takem 
shares-to the amount of the. iron and 
atee: bounties; but in Staking those 
shares has carefully provided by the 
reduction of the bounties from year 
to year that if after a reasonable time 
and reasonadle opportunity baving 
been given, it is shown by the logic of 
facts that the experiment is a failure 
and that the bringing together of Can- 
adian eoal and ore for its manufacture 
into iron cannot be made intrinsically 
proficale, the countrys withdraws from 
the attempt ‘and reverts to its first 
position of an importer, not a pro- 
duver, of iron and steel. { ; 
Situated as Canada is the greatest 
necd of its industrial, agricultural and 
transportation interests 18 cheap iron 
and sieel. If these can be supplied at 
home. so much the better; but if they 
must %e supphed from abroad, and it 
is of the most absolute and urgent 
necessiiy that they should be supplied, 
whether from home or abroad, at the 
lowest possible price. Otherwise our 
manufacturing, our agricultural and 
our transportation interests, both by 
land and water, are overtaxed. The 
good of the country 1S struck in a 
vital point. That Canada cannot aj- 
ford protective duties on iron in its 
raw or coarser forms was recognized 
by the Liberal government in its tariff 
policy of ‘97. The orotective duties of 
the so called cational policy 15 regard 
ty raw iron ‘and eteel were cut down 
in 1897 and the prosperity which es 
pecially the manufacturing industry of 
Canada bas enjoyea since that time 
has been due very largely to the ren 
duced cost of iron resulting from the 
reduction in tbe tariff then made, 
There is nothing in the condition of the 
country to warrant the behef that it 
could giana dear iron now any more 
than it could then. If the proposed
